Hith­ 
erto it has been secret. The letter was sent 
to Secretary of War Slimosn in

“ It is of the 
utmost 
importance 
that 
every person in Germany should 
realize 
that this time Germany is a defeated na­ 
tion . . . the fact that they are a defeated 
nation, collectively and individually, must 
be so impressed upon them that they will 
hesitate to start any new war. 
“There exists a school of thought both 
in London and here which would, in ef­ 
fect, do for Germany what this 
govern­ 
ment did for its own citizens in 1933 when 
they were flat on their backs. I

“Too many people here and in England 
hohi to the view that the German people 
as a whole are not responsible for what
